These SMCC folks really like to do the right thing. 

Their most recent endeavor is a covered pavilion at 
Sierra Vista Park, which is rapidly nearing completion. 
The project could cost in the $20,00O-$25,0CX) range, if 
a contractor were hired to do it, but thanks to a lot of vol¬ 
unteer labor (particularly Will Wagner’s framing and 
John Werthwein’s concrete work) and the donated pro¬ 
ceeds of the annual SMCC golf tournament and pump¬ 
kin sale, the City is getting the pavilion free of charge. 

The project includes a roughly 6(X) square foot con¬ 
crete slab, covered, lit for security and convenience, and 
with barbecue facilities, and serves a dual purpose, ac¬ 
cording to Assistant Recreation Directw Michelle Kei¬ 
th. “Last year, our summer campers requested a covered 
area to enjoy the shade while eating picnic lunches, and 
it’s also available for use or rental by the public.” 

Little League teams will probably also enjoy the area, 
following games from nearby Heasley Field. “We try to 
make our projects kids-related, and we try to make the 
family-relatei” says Sullivan, who goes from facetious 
to serious in 5.3 seconds when talking about a project 
to benefit Sierra Madre children. The project was sched¬ 
uled to be completed before the sununer, but the fire that 
levelled The Bottle Shop set those plans back...but n<X 
much, as it should now be finished in early August.

likes Sundays, because 
there is an opportunity to 
catch up on some of the 
paperwork from cases he 
has worked on, but today, 
he is sticking to the street. 
“Since Chief Davis has 
been here, he’s really in¬ 
stilled in us to be on the 
streets a lot more,” The 
principle helps for both ac- 
cessability and visibility, 
particularly important in a 
line of work where an 
ounce of prevention really 
is worth a pound of cure. 

At 12:20, a resident 
flags us down. “I wanted 
you to meet my sister,” she 
says. “She’s going to be 
moving in here.” She ad¬ 
dresses Lance by his first 
name, as does the teenag¬ 
er who walks by during the 
conversation. Lance 
knows his name, as well. 
Know your community. 
Lance adds the sister’s 
name, face, and address to 
a mental database that 
helps him tell at a glance if 
something or someone is 
out of place in the City he 
patrols. Know your com¬ 
munity. 

At 12:26, we are parked 
on a winding road in the 
Canyon where Lance likes 
to stop. From the unobtru¬ 
sive vantage point, much 
of the City is visible at a 
glance, though you’d have 
to be looking for the car to

He was not born and 
bred to be a police officer.

If 
there was a subject he 
wanted to learn about he 
signed up for a class, from 
psychology to composi¬ 
tion, from literature to 
business. One of those 
classes was Police Sci¬ 
ence, and the term paper 
was to go on a ride-along 
and write up a report.

The afternoon moves 
along, and the miles pile 
up. Lance has a goal, 
which is to hit literally ev¬ 
ery street in Sierra Madre 
over the course of an eight- 
hour shift. “I wouldn’t 
want to be in any other 
department,” he says. His 
experiences on the job 
have been varied, but the

during his early days on 
the job, patrolling the Can¬ 
yon area at night. Thinking 
he was seeing an unusual 
number of cracks in one 
street, he stopped to take a 
closer look...and found 
dozens of rattlesnakes 
warming themselves up on 
the still-toasty asphalt. “I 
couldn’t believe it,” he re¬ 
calls, with a shake of his 
head. 

The only incoming call 
of note is for a tree down 
on Canon, north of Ale- 
gria. The three is blocking 
half of the roadway. We 
arrive on the seen four 
minutes later, to visually 
confirm the problem, and 
radio in for cones and have 
the City crew notified. 

By 4:00 p.m., the car 
has racked up 80+ more 
miles than it had before he 
started his shift. We’ve 
waved to 100 residents, 
covered every street in the 
City limits, and greeted a 
large portion of the com¬ 
munity by first name, as 
they return the favor. Not 
being called “Officer 
Long” or “Sir” doesn’t 
bother Lance in the least. 
“I think it’s great,” he says. 
“If there’s an investigation 
I’m working on, and I i^ed 
a hand, or if there’s a prob¬ 
lem someone is thinking of 
reporting, I want the resi¬ 
dents to think of me by my 
first name. I want to be ac¬ 
cessible to them. You just 
can’t be an effective offic¬ 
er without knowing your 
community.” 


New Teen Driver Law 
Designed to Change 
Teen Driving Habits 


On July Ist, a new Cal¬ 
ifornia law will dramati¬ 
cally change the way teen¬ 
agers get their driver’s li¬ 
censes. The Automobile 
Club of Southern Califor¬ 
nia, a cosponsor of the 
Graduated Driver License 
(GDL) system, hopes it 
will cut down on crashes 
and save lives. 

‘Teens are vastly over¬ 
represented in car crash 
deaths and injuries,” said 
Connie Stelzer, Arcadja 
district manager. “We 
want to give teens more 
experience behind the 
wheel, so much of them 
will return home safely." 

Stelzer noted that 21 
states have Graduated 
Driver License systems 
and legislation is pending 
in 11 other. AAA has a 
national goal of having 
GDL adopted in all SO 
states by the year 2000. 

“Right now California 
has the toughest GDL 
law,” said Stelzer. “With 
the state’s teen population 
expected to increase by 
one-third over the next tey 
years, the Auto Club did 
not want the number of 
teen driver deaths and in¬ 
juries to increase, too. We 
want teens to have more 


driving experience so they 
become better and safer 
drivers.” 

California’s Graduated 
Driver License system 
adds new requirements to 
teen driving laws. Teens 
between the ages of 16 and 
18 must: 

-complete 50 hours of 
supervised driving, includ¬ 
ing 10 hours at night while 
holding an instruction per¬ 
mit. A parent or guardian 
must certify in writing that 
these hours have been 
completed. 

-not carry passengers 
under the age of 20 unless 
a licensed driver aged 25 
or older is present for the 
first six months of a provi¬ 
sional license (obtained 
after holding an instruction 
permit for six months). 

-not drive between mid¬ 
night and 5:(X) a.m. for the 
first 12 months of a provi¬ 
sional license. 

The Auto Club cospon¬ 
sored GDL legislation be¬ 
cause 18,000 California 
teens are killed or injured 
in vehicle crashes each 
year. While teens between 
the ages of 15 and 19 make 
up only four percent of li¬ 
censed drivers, according 
to club statistics, they are 


the drivers in nine percent 
of fatal crashes and 10 per¬ 
cent of injury erashes. 
Lessjluurfour percent of 
the miles driven by 16 and 
17 year-olds occur be¬ 
tween midnight and 5:00 
p.m., but 13 percent of 
their fatal crashes occur 
during those hours. 

“The simple fact is that 
teens need more time be¬ 
hind the wheel to become 
better drivers,” said Stelz¬ 
er. “We need to stop put¬ 
ting our young people at 
risk and help them become 
road safe.” 

The GDL is part of a 
larger effort by the Auto 
Club and AAA national 
called “Licensed to Learn: 
A Safety Program for New 
Drivers.” The effort in¬ 
cludes a video called 
‘Teaching Your Teens to 
Drive” and a new driver 
education program to be 
unveiled next year.

It was in Au¬ 
gust, 1997, in the midst of 
serious budget panic, that 
the City Council voted to 
request a proposal from 
the Los Angeles County 
Consolidated Fire Protec¬ 
tion District in an effort to 
see if any cost savings 
could be obtained for fire 
protection services. Then-

made such comparisons 
difficult. Reed has experi¬ 
ence specific to County 
consolidation, and he 
called the County’s pro¬ 
posal “as close to an apples 
to apples comparison as 
Los Angeles County can 
provide.’’ 

The results of that sur¬ 
vey have indicated that the 
County’s apples are more 
expensive than Arcadia’s 
apples. A lot more expen¬ 
sive. The 10-year projec¬ 
tion indicated that con¬ 
tracting for an equal level 
of service with Los Ange¬ 
les County would cost an 
average of $830,000 more 
annually than Arcadia 
could expect to pay to re¬ 
tain the City Fire Depart- 

nv/iit. 

The costs vary, and 
some expenses are more 
under the County pro¬ 
posal, while others are 
less. One of the factors 
contributing to an expen¬ 
sive County proposal in¬ 
clude overhead, which in¬ 
corporates liability for fire 
protection related lawsuits, 
as well as other factors, 
and costs over $1.63 mil¬ 
lion in the first year alone. 
Others include building 
repair/maintenance/utili¬ 


ties ($ 120,000+ annually), 
implementation costs 
(over $285,000 in each of 
the first three years), and a 
one-time $500,000 payoff 
for accrued vacation time. 

On the other hand, some 
of the costs of retaining the 
Fire Department are high, 
also, such as the 
$627,000+ expense for 
services, supplies, and 
charges, and the $2.3 mil¬ 
lion in Capital Improve¬ 
ment Projects over the next 
five years, not to mention 
$236,100 this year in 
Workers’ Compensation. 

The bottom line, how¬ 
ever, is that it’s going to be 
a lot more expensive to go 
County. Reed contrasted 
the study to the one re¬ 
ceived while he was the 
Fire Chief of Covina, 
where the County pro¬ 
vided a similar study pro¬ 
jecting a savings of over 
$900,000 annually. “The 
savings here just don’t 
pencil out,” Reed said. He 
did note that in his estima- 
(ion. the County had a bet¬ 
ter comtnand and control 
of resources, and would 
possibly have a faster re¬ 
sponse time for residential 
incidents.

Cal Phit The People s 
Orchestra

Margarita Montelon- 
go’s title at the California 
Philharmonic Orchestra 
(or, as it is almost univer¬ 
sally knows, the Cal Phil) 
is Director of Operations, 
but she’ll be the first one 
to tell you that a title 
doesn’t really mean all 
that much in an operation 
where “everyone does 
everything.’’ 

Literally hundreds of 
people work together to 
make the Cal Phil produc¬ 
tions come off like clock¬ 
work every two weeks 
throughout the summer, 
but the amazing thing is 
that well over 200 of them 
are volunteers, while only 
seven are full-time paid 


staff members. As one of 
those seven, one of 
Margarita’s jobs is to coor¬ 
dinate those volunteers. 

The importance of vol¬ 
unteers to the Cal Phil is 
impossible to overstate. As 
Montelongo says simply, 
“We couldn’t get it done 
without them. Period.” 
Most of the volunteers are 
involved in the production 
of the performances, 
which starts on Thursday 
with set-up, lasts through 
the Saturday performance, 
and runs into Sunday with 
post-production break¬ 
down. Says Montelongo, 
“It’s like a party. It re¬ 
minds me of throwing a 
huge wedding.” 




The volunteers take care of 
such mundane but neces¬ 
sary functions such as traf¬ 
fic control, ushering at¬ 
tendees, running the 
Orchestra’s boutique, and 
just watching out for the 
public, keeping them safe 
and happy. This season’s 
first concert, on July 4th, 
had 2,000 people in atten¬ 
dance; the second one had 
3,200, and before the sea¬ 
son is over, crowds of up 
to 4,000 are expected. 

The principle that the 
Cal Phil has operated on is 
accessability. “In other 
venues in winter concerts, 
staunch music lovers get 
dressed up after work, pay 
upwards of $100 for a 
ticket, and sit still and lis¬ 
ten,” says Montelongo. 
“It’s very different from 
the people who come to 
our festival.” At the Cal 
Phil, the atmosphere is 
more relaxed and easy-go¬ 
ing. Conductor Victor 
Vener lectures to school

The wonderful legacy 
of the title it preserved to¬ 
day in the be^dfiil home 
of May’s daughter, Rhoda, 
and her husband, Merritt 
Adamson, built in Malibu 
Lagoon. Today it’s a mu¬ 
seum run by the State of 
California and open to the 
public. The title was used 
lavishly throughout the 
home. There is even a re¬ 
alistic ceramic Persian rug 
with fringed border as part 
of the floor in the loggia. 

Incidentally, Merritt 
Adamson’s interest were 
in animal husbandry and 
dairying. They founded 
The Adohr Creamery 
Company and Adohr milk 
took top awards for years. 
The name Adohr came 
about when Merritt hon¬ 
ored his wife by spelling 
Rhoda backwards. Rhoda 
also managed to pay off 
the family debts. The fam¬ 
ily businesses are operated 
today by her three heirs 
under the name The Ad¬ 
amson Companies. Rhoda 
had many of her mother’s 
traits and also became 
prominent in Malibu’s his¬ 
tory.
